Sausalito Urged To Buy Now 
Or Face Waterfront Crisis 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 


If Sausalito wants to keep its 
waterfront open for public use, 
it will have to buy it “rather im­ 
mediately .” 
the 
city ’s 
“701” 
planning consultant told 
city 
councilmen and planning com­ 
missioners last night. 
The consultant, William E. 
Spangle Jr., did not estimate 
cost of buy ing up to 31 filled and 
tideland acres, but a “ball park” 
estimate of $2.5 million was 
made last August by George 
Mader, planner with Spangle 
and Associates. Federal Open 
Space funds could be sought to 
help buy the waterfront, he sug­ 
gested. 
“The speed of action and 
methods of financing will have 
to be related to local ability — 
and desire — to pay , and needs 
for other public services and 
facilities,” 
Spangle 
s a i d. 
“Another very definite factor is 
the imminence of action by 
private owners.” 
Most of the waterfront is 
privately owned, but property 
owners have withheld submittal 
of development schemes, pen­ 
ding city adoption of a plan for 
the area. Spangle noted in his 


report, delivered before an au­ 
dience of 60 persons. His report 
included proposed revisions to 
the 19 5 9 general plan and two 
sketch plans for the central 
waterfront area. 
One of the two sketches. “ Plan 
A,” would use the area outboard 
of Bridgeway primarily for a 
y acht harbor, aquatic park and 
pedestrian walkway , largely on 
land already filled. Vina Del 
Mar Plaza would be ex panded 
onto most of the sandspit. 
“Plan B” showed major ex ­ 
pansion of private uses outboard 
of Bridgeway on both filled land 
and land that is now submerged. 
Two peninsulas for commercial 
development and parking would 
ex tend into the bay , and the 
sandspit would be developed 
largely for commercial uses. 
This plan 
“ would require a 
substantial amount of additional 
fill,” Spangle said.

plained, are not intended to be 
considered on an “either-or” 
basis.

Trapped In Showers

NEW ORLEANS, La.— A cartwheeling Delta Air 
Lines DC8 jet slammed into the rear of a lux ury motel 
opposite New Orleans International Airport early to­ 
day , killing 19 persons including 10 high school stu­ 
dents from Juda, Wis. 
The big jet was on a training flight. 
It carried 
five pilots and a federal inspector. 
All died in the 
flaming crash at the Hilton Inn. 
The students were on a senior class outing, part 
of a group of 32 from Juda High School who had been 
at the motel since Monday and were scheduled to 
leave today . 
The bodies of eight girls were 
found 
huddled 
together 
in 
charred bathrooms of the mo­ 
tel. They had turned on the 
showers in a futile attempt to 
escape the holocaust. The body 
of a ninth girl was blown out 
of the motel. 
The jet fell as it was banking 
sharply to return to the landing 
I strip.

School Board Candidates Back 


A Competent Sex Education Plan 


Three candidates for the San 
Rafael Board of Education last 
night approved of sex education 
in the schools if the program is 
properly 
planned 
and 
well- 
presented by competent persons. 
The candidates appeared at a 
short, quiet candidates’ night 
session at San Rafael 
High 
School, where they agreed more 
than they disagreed. There were 
few questions from an audience 
of about 75 persons.

statements and answered ques­ 
tions. 
Incumbent Herman L. 
Childress was absent, but his 
statement was read. 
“Is school the place for family 
life 
education, 
including 
sex 
education?” the candidates were 
asked. 
“If properly planned it would 
be a fine thing,” said Mrs. 
Strbm. “It would be most ac­ 
ceptable 
and 
p r o b a b l y 
beneficial.” 
Brown said, “I agree, if it is 
presented well.” 
“I agree,” said Pfeiffer. “It 
would be desirable if it’s a sound 
program.” He also felt that it 
should be integrated throughout 
the grades and the instructor 


must be competent. 
Candidates also were asked, 
“what is the function of the 
school board?” 
Mrs. Strom said the board 
“has the responsibility for ’most 
everything in the district — the 
educational program, personnel, 
maintenance and financing.” 
Brown emphasized the board’s 
role in setting policy. 
Pfeiffer said, 
“I’d like to 
emphasize 
the 
p l a n n i n g 
responsibility as one of the 
primary functions.” He also said 
the board’s function is “to set 
objectives, establish policy, and 
review administrative results.” 
Brown, in a short opening 
statement, said his platform is 
for the best possible educational 
program for children. “I have 
no other educational axe to 
grind, no intention to urge some 
private cause,” he said. 
Mrs. Strom in her statement 
emphasized 
that 
the 
schools 
belong to the people and school 
boards “have the responsibility 
of reflecting the wishes of the 
community —parents and tax­ 
payers.” 
Teachers are well organized 
and this gives them “tremen­ 
dous strength in presenting their 
points of view,” she said. “This 
is not to say that I am critical of 
this, but it is to say I see a lack 


of balance here.” 
Mrs. Strom also said that a 
positive 
approach 
to 
o u r 
American heritage and ideals 
should be presented to students 
“together with a t h o r o u g h 
understanding as to the reasons 
behind 
the 
success 
of 
our 
economic system.” 
She expressed concern that 
“at the secondary level, parents 
and 
teachers, 
particulary 
in 
social 
studies 
and 
in 
some 
English classes, are growing 
farther apart.” There is need for 
a conference between parents 
and teachers “to encourage the 
concept that the school and 
the home should be working 
together rather than at cross­ 
purpose,” she declared. 
Pfeiffer emphasized education 
as a preparation for living and 
cited the need to encourage 
“students to think new ideas.” 
Students should be not only 
taught, but inspired, and “this 
requires 
a 
highly 
supportive 
community which stands behind 
teachers,” he said. 
Pfeiffer contended that long- 
range planning in San Rafael 
city schools has been sporadic, 
and that a continuous process of 
long-range 
p l a n n i n g 
is 
necessary. He also advocated 
appointment of citizen advisory 
committees to work with the 


board. 
“I feel there is nothing more 
important a citizen can do than 
support the school system,” he 
said. “What made the United 
States great is the public educa­ 
tion system.”

NASA Studying 
Venus Capsule 
For 72 Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
first piece of U.S. space hard­ 
ware to touch Venus may be a 
100-pound capsule sent hurtling 
against the planet’s surface in 
1972. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration ordered a 
study of the proposal yesterday. 
If the plan is approved, a cap­ 
sule would be cut loose from a 
Mariner-class spacecraft as it 
passed 
Venus. 
The 
capsule I 
would enter the planet's atmos­ 
phere and transmit descriptions 
of the conditions encountered as 
it sped to its destruction. 
NASA's timetable for explor­ 
ing the planets calls for a Mari­ 
ner to be launched in June on a 
flight that will take it past Ven­ 
us, and for a fly-by of Mars— 
earth’s closest neighbor in the 
solar system—in 1969. In neither 
instance would the craft enter 
the atmosphere of the planet 
being observed. 
A capsule will dive into Mars’ 
atmosphere in 1971.

HOLLYWOOD (ÜPI) - Most 
prime time television series will 
not be immediately affected by 
the strike that began yester­ 
day against the networks. 


The supply of filmed and 
taped shows of the past that the 
networks have at their com­ 
mand 
for 
rerun 
use 
is 
provides a sort of protection for 
the corporations’ most expen­ 
sive broadcasting hours. 


In 
addition, 
by 
a 
sheer 
coincidence, the networks are 
almost at the point in their 
season when they are to begin 
the broadcasting of reruns in a 
major way, and for most of the 
months until the new semester 
in September. 


If, for example, the strike by 
the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Television and Radio Artists 
had come in mid-summer, when 
the new season’s series were in 
full 
production, 
the 
turmoil 
would be even worse than now. 
For there would be the spectre 
of 
possibly 
preventing 
the 
networks from stockpiling the 
new season shows at a critical 
financial and rating period. As 
it 
happens, 
because 
of 
the 
impending start of the rerun 
months, this is the beginning of 
the slack production season in 
Hollywood, where most shows 
are made.

Many members of AFTRA 
wewe not at their usual video 
news posts yesterday, as view­ 
ers were aware. Their places 
were taken by management per­ 
sonnel and others. 
Although the news programs 
were able to carry on with 
these alterations, it is possible 
that the breaking of one or 
more blockbuster domestic sto­ 
ries might cause a severe strain 
in coverage of the sort the 
public is used to.

by well-intentio ned peo ple. 
Once in ca ptiv ity a nd surro unded by 
a rtificia l env iro nment, the a nima ls lo se 
their na tura l immunities a nd a re o v er­ 
whelmed by the o nsla ug ht o f a lien 
fo rms o f life.

no t do ing any thing wro ng . 
Larkspur

ing the bus strike he no ticed a 
"well-dressed, 
refined-lo o king 
lady ” 
hitchhiking

wo rk 
ev ery day . “ Hitchhiking has 
been so widely accepted fo r so 
lo ng , I can’t see it as a pro ­ 
blem, and I do n’t think po lice 
departments 
sho uld m a k e 
laws,” Clark said. 


POLICE IN FAIRFAX, San 
Anselmo , Ro ss, Co rte Madera 
and Mill Valley ag reed that as 
lo ng as the hitchhiker is o ut o f 
the ro adway , he is no t a 
pro blem. Officers said they 
wo uld warn hitchhikers o ff the 
ro ad, and fo und that mo st 
wo uld co mply . In the case o f 
v ery y o ung hitchhikers, a g irl 
alo ne, o r teen-ag ers o ut late at 


nig ht, the po lice will usually 
sto p and find o ut who they are 
and where they are g o ing , and 
o ccasio nally , po lice will ev en 
take them to their destinatio n. 
A serg eant at the sheriff's

deputies

hitchhikers

the street. Yo ung children may 
be taken ho me, and any o ne o ut 
late at nig ht will be questio ned, 
“ but a lo t o f them are kids 
wo rking their way thro ug h co l­ 
leg e who can't affo rd a car, 
and we do n’t want to punish 
them,” he said.

He no ted 
that o n the freeway , a car ap­ 
pro aches a pedestrian at the 
rate o f 100 feet a seco nd, co m­ 
pared to abo ut 37 feet a seco nd 
o n mo st city streets, and the 
sto pping distance fo r a car 


g o ing 65 miles an ho ur is 330 
feet.
